PRIVATE  BILLS 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

Standing  Committees  charged  with  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to 
the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 

98.  ( I )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session:— 


(n)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b )  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House: 

(c)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with  publi¬ 
cation  proved  by  a  statutory  declaration  or 
affidavit  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.

103.  ( 1 )  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpora¬ 
tion  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills:  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed  de¬ 
parture  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduction 
of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note 
shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provi¬ 
sions  thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not  framed 
in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order  shall  be 
recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses.

“  MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT  ” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  follow¬ 
ing  regulations  be  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  39  of  the 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1957: — 

Regulation  22. — Interpretation  and 
Application 

( 1 )  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“Axle  ”  means  a  structure  in  the  same,  or  ap¬ 
proximately  the  same,  transverse  plane  sup¬ 
ported  by  wheels  and  on  or  with  which  such 
wheels  revolve: 

“  Gross  weight  ”  means  the  weight  of  a  vehicle 
without  load  plus  the  weight  of  any  load 
thereon: 

“  Group  of  axles  ”  means  any  two  or  more  suc¬ 
cessive  axles  on  a  vehicle  or  combination  of 
vehicles: 

“  Logging-truck  ”  means  a  vehicle  or  combina¬ 
tion  of  vehicles  used  principally  for  the 
transportation  of  logs: 

“  Metal  tire  ”  means  a  tire,  or  the  part  of  the 
outer  circumference  of  a  wheel  which  comes 
in  contact  with  the  surface  of  the  highway, 
and  which  is  made  of  metal  or  other  non¬ 
resident  material: 

"  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Highways: 

“  Pneumatic  tire  ”  means  a  tire  made  of  rubber 
or  other  resilient  material  which  supports 
the  load  by  compressed  air: 

“  Pole  trailer  ”  means  every  vehicle  without  mo¬ 
tive  power  designed  to  be  drawn  by  another 
vehicle  and  attached  to  the  towing-vehicle 
by  means  of  a  reach  or  pole,  or  by  being 
boomed  or  otherwise  secured  to  the  towing- 
vehicle,  and  ordinarily  used  for  transport¬ 
ing  long  or  irregularly  shaped  loads  such  as 
logs,  poles,  pipes,  or  structural  members 
capable,  generally,  of  sustaining  themselves 
as  beams  between  the  supporting  connec¬ 
tions: 

“  Semi-trailer  ”  means  any  vehicle,  other  than  a 
trailer,  which  is  drawn  by  a  motor-vehicle 
and  which  is  so  constructed  that  some  part 
of  its  weight  and  that  of  its  load  rests  upon 
or  is  carried  by  the  towing-vehicle: 

“  Solid  tire  ”  means  a  tire  of  rubber  or  other 
resilient  materia!  which  does  not  depend 
upon  compressed  air  for  the  support  of  the 
load: 

“  Trailer  ”  means  any  vehicle  so  constructed  that 
no  part  of  its  weight  rests  upon  a  motor-ve¬ 
hicle  by  which  it  is  drawn  along  the  high¬ 
way: 

“  Width  of  tire  ”  means,  with  respect  to  rubber 
tires,  the  width  of  tire  as  customarily  mea¬ 
sured  and  rated  by  manufacturers  of  motor- 
vehicles  and  tires  and,  with  respect  to  metal 
tires,  the  transverse  width  of  the  outer  cir¬ 
cumference  of  the  metal  tire. 

(2)  These  regulations  shall  apply  only  in  respect 
of  highways  in  unorganized  territory  or  on  any 
arterial  highway  (within  the  meaning  of  section  45 
of  the  “  Highway  Act  ”)  in  a  municipality. 

Regulation  23. — Dimensions  of  Vehicles 
and  Loads 

No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  pursu¬ 
ant  to  Regulation  28,  drive  or  operate  on  a  high¬ 
way: — 

(a)  A  vehicle  having  a  total  outside  width,  with 
or  without  load,  in  excess  of  8  feet,  except 
that  with  loads  of  loose  hay,  loose  straw,  or 
loose  fodder  the  load  may  project  over  the 
side  of  the  vehicle  such  distances  as  result 
in  a  total  outside  width  not  in  excess  of  10 
feet:

(c)  A  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  having 
a  height,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess  of 
13  feet  6  inches  on  all  Schedule  1  highways: 

(d)  A  vehicle  having  an  over-all  length,  with  or 
without  load,  in  excess  of  35  feet,  except  as 
provided  in  subsection  (<?): 

( e )  A  trailer  or  semi-trailer  having  an  over-all 
length,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess  of 
40  feet  on  a  highway  named  in  Schedule  1 : 

(/)  A  combination  of  vehicles  having  an  over-all 
length,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess  of 
50  feet  on  other  than  a  highway  named  in 
Schedule  1  : 

( g )  A  combination  of  vehicles  having  an  over¬ 
all  length,  with  or  without  load,  in  excess  of 
60  feet  on  a  highway  named  in  Schedule  1 : 

( h )  Any  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  car¬ 
rying  logs,  poles,  pipe,  structural  steel,  or 
other  like  objects  of  a  structural  nature 
which  cannot  be  dismembered: — 

(i)  During  the  day  without  a  red  flag  of 
not  less  than  12  inches  square  on  the  ex¬ 
treme  front  and  rear  of  the  vehicle  or  load, 
whichever  is  the  longest: 

(ii)  On  a  Sunday  or  public  holiday: 

(/)  A  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  so 
loaded  that  the  load  extends  more  than 
3  feet  beyond  the  front  wheels  thereof,  or, 
if  equipped  with  a  front  bumper,  more  than 
3  feet  beyond  such  bumper: 

(/)  A  vehicle  any  part  of  which,  or  the  load 
upon  which,  extends  more  than  15  feet  be¬ 
hind  the  centre  of  the  last  axle  of  the  ve¬ 
hicle: 

(A)  A  passenger-vehicle  so  loaded  that  any  part 
of  the  load  extends  beyond  the  sides  of  the 
vehicle.

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Regulation  24. — Dimensions  and  Gross  Weight 

of  Vehicles  and  Loads,  Trans-Canada  High¬ 
way  between  Yale  and  Lytton. 

Except  as  authorized  by  a  permit  therefor  issued 
in  the  manner  provided  in  Regulation  28,  no  per¬ 
son  shall  at  any  time  drive  or  operate  on  any  part 
of  the  said  Trans-Canada  Highway  between  Yale 
and  Lytton: — 

(a)  Any  vehicle  having  a  gross  weight  of  more 
than  35,000  pounds: 

(/;)  Any  motor-vehicle  to  which  is  attached  a 
trailer,  or  semi-trailer,  except  during  the 
period  from  May  24th  to  September  15th, 
inclusive,  when  it  shall  be  lawful  to  operate 
thereon  a  combination  of  vehicles  not  more 
than  36  feet  in  length  and  consisting  of  a 
trailer  or  semi-trailer  used  for  touring  pur¬ 
poses  and  a  towing-vehicle: 

(c)  Subject  to  subsection  ( b ),  any  vehicle  which 
with  the  load  carried  thereon  exceeds  8  feet 
in  width  or  30  feet  in  length. 

Regulation  25. — Types  of  Vehicles,  Tires,  etc. 

No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  pursu¬ 
ant  to  Regulation  28,  drive  or  operate  on  a  high¬ 
way: — 

(а)  A  combination  of  vehicles  consisting  of 
more  that  two  vehicles  on  any  highway 
other  than  a  highway  named  in  Schedule  1: 

(б)  A  combination  of  vehicles  consisting  of 
more  than  three  vehicles  on  a  highway 
named  in  Schedule  1 : 

(c)  A  vehicle,  other  than  a  horse-drawn  vehicle, 
the  wheels  of  which  are  not  equipped  with 
pneumatic  tires  in  good  order: 

(cl)  A  vehicle  equipped  with  solid  tires,  the 
thickness  of  which  between  the  rim  of  the 
wheel  and  the  surface  of  the  highway  is 
less  than  1  Vn  inches: 

( e )  A  vehicle  having  wheels,  tires,  or  tracks 
constructed  or  equipped  with  projecting 
spikes,  cleats,  ribs,  clamps,  flanges,  lugs,  or 
other  attachments  or  projections  which  ex¬ 
tend  beyond  the  tread  or  traction  surface 
of  the  wheel,  tread,  or  track,  provided  that 
such  vehicle  may  be  driven  or  operated  on 
a  highway  not  having  a  cement-concrete, 
asphaltic-concrete,  bituminous-treated,  or 
other  stabilized,  or  wooden  surface: 

(/)  A  vehicle  unless  it  is  so  constructed  or 
loaded  as  to  prevent  any  of  its  load  from 
dropping,  sifting,  leaking,  or  otherwise  escap¬ 
ing  therefrom,  except  that  sand  may  be 
dropped  for  the  purpose  of  securing  trac¬ 
tion,  or  water  or  other  substance  may  be 
sprinkled  on  a  roadway  in  cleaning  or  main¬ 
taining  such  roadway: 

(g)  A  vehicle  with  any  load  unless  said  load 
and  any  covering  thereon  is  securely  fast¬ 
ened  so  as  to  prevent  such  covering  or  load 
from  becoming  loose,  detached,  or  in  any 
manner  a  hazard  to  other  users  of  the  high¬ 
way: 

(h)  A  solid-rubber-tired  vehicle  at  a  greater  rate 
of  speed  than  10  miles  per  hour: 

(/)  An  unloaded  vehicle  and  pole  trailer  at  a 
greater  rate  of  speed  than  15  miles  per  hour 
unless  the  pole  trailer  is  carried  on  the 
towing-vehicle. 

Regulation  26. — Weights  of  Vehicles 

( 1 )  No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued 
pursuant  to  Regulation  28,  drive  or  operate  on  a 
highway: — 

(a)  A  vehicle  any  axle  of  which  is  carrying  a 
gross  weight  in  excess  of  18,000  pounds: 

(b)  A  vehicle  or  combination  of  vehicles  having 
a  gross  weight  on  any  group  of  axles  in 
excess  of  that  shown  in  Schedule  2: 

(c)  A  vehicle  loaded  in  such  a  manner  that  the 
gross  weight  on  any  wheel  thereof  is  in 
excess  of  600  pounds  per  inch  of  width  of 
tire  in  the  case  of  pneumatic  tires,  or  300 
pounds  per  inch  of  width  of  tire  in  the  case 
of  metal  tires: 


(cl)  Provided  that  if,  forthwith  after  the  weigh¬ 
ing  of  the  vehicle  under  Regulation  27,  the 
load  on  the  vehicle  is  redistributed  so  that 
the  limits  imposed  by  this  section  are  com¬ 
plied  with,  the  requirements  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  complied  with.

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained, 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  operate  a  motor-vehicle  or 
combination  of  vehicles: — 

(a)  Having  any  single  axle  carrying  a  gross 
weight  400  pounds  in  excess  of  that  allowed 
by  subsection  ( 1 )  of  this  section,  provided 
the  axle  is  equipped  with  a  pair  of  auto¬ 
matic  sanding  devices: 

(b)  Having  any  group  of  two  or  more  axles 
carrying  a  gross  weight  of  400  pounds  in 
excess  of  that  allowed  by  subsection  ( 1 )  of 
this  section  for  each  pair  of  automatic 
sanding  devices  with  which  those  axles  are 
equipped: 

(c)  Having  any  single  axle  carrying  a  gross 
weight  250  pounds  in  excess  of  that  allowed 
by  subsection  ( I )  of  this  section,  provided 
tire  chains  are  carried  by  the  vehicle  and  are 
so  located  as  to  increase  the  gross  weight 
carried  by  that  axle: 
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(J)  Having  any  group  of  two  or  more  axles 
carrying  a  gross  weight  250  pounds  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  that  allowed  by  subsection  (1)  of 
this  section,  provided  tire  chains  are  car¬ 
ried  by  the  vehicle  and  are  so  located  as  to 
increase  the  gross  weight  carried  by  the 
group  of  axles. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained, 
the  maximum  gross  load  carried  on  a  group  o;‘ 
axles  of  a  logging-truck  may  be  equal  to,  but  shal 
not  exceed,  the  maximum  gross  load  allowable 
under  Schedule  2  for  a  group  of  axles  the  distance 
between  the  extremities  of  which  is  3  feet  greater 
than  that  between  the  extremities  of  the  group  of 
axles  of  the  logging-truck. 

(4)  Any  driver,  chauffeur,  owner  of  any  vehicle 
or  combination  of  vehicles,  or  other  person  who 
violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  any 
of  the  provisions  regarding  weight  conditions  in 
any  permit  issued  pursuant  to  Regulation  28  or  any 
seasonal  weight  restriction  imposed  shall  be  liable, 
on  summary  conviction,  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$50  nor  more  than  $500  for  a  first  conviction,  not 
less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $750  for  a  second 
conviction  during  a  twelve-month  period,  and  not 
less  than  $200  nor  more  than  $1,000  for  a  third 
or  subsequent  conviction  during  a  twelve-month 
period. 

(5)  In  the  event  of  a  corporation  being  con¬ 
victed  of  any  offence  against  the  last  preceding 
section,  every  officer  and  every  employee  of  the 
corporation  taking  part  in  or  being  in  anywise  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  act  or  omission  constituting  the 
offence  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  an 
offence  against  this  section,  and  may  be  prosecuted 
and  punished  therefor. 

Regulation  27. — Weighing  and  Inspection 
of  Vehicles 

(1)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  on  a  highway,  when 
so  required  by  a  peace  officer  or  by  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Minister,  shall: — 

(a)  Stop  the  vehicle  at  the  time  and  place  speci¬ 
fied  by  such  peace  officer  or  authorized  per¬ 
son  for  the  purpose  of  weighing  the  whole 
or  part  thereof  by  means  of  stationary  or 
portable  scales,  measuring  the  dimensions 
of  the  vehicle  and  load,  measuring  and  in¬ 
specting  the  tires  thereon,  inspecting  the 
load  carried,  or  for  any  other  purpose  under 
these  regulations: 

( b )  Drive  the  vehicle  to  the  nearest  public  or 
Department  of  Highways  stationary  or 
portable  scales  for  the  purpose  of  weighing 
the  vehicle  and  load: 

(c)  Rearrange  the  load  upon  the  vehicle  or  re¬ 
move  the  whole  or  part  of  the  load  from 
the  vehicle  in  order  to  comply  with  Regula¬ 
tion  23  or  26  of  these  regulations  before 
continuing  to  drive  or  operate  the  vehicle. 

(2)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  on  a  highway,  when 
directed  by  a  traffic  sign  on  the  highway  to  drive 
over  scales,  shall  drive  the  vehicle  to  the  scales  for 
the  purpose  of  having  an  axle  or  a  group  of  axles 
weighed,  having  tires  measured,  having  the  dimen¬ 
sions  of  the  vehicle  and  load  measured,  or  having 
the  load  inspected  for  any  other  purpose  under  this 
section. 

(3)  The  gross  weight  of  any  tandem  axles  and 
the  gross  weight  of  any  group  of  axles  shall  be  the 
sum  of  the  gross  axle  weights  of  all  the  axles  com¬ 
prising  the  tandem  axles  of  the  group  of  axles,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

(4)  The  gross  weight  of  any  vehicle  or  combina¬ 
tion  of  vehicles  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  individual 
gross  axle  weights  of  all  the  axles  of  the  vehicle  or 
combination  of  vehicles. 

Regulation  28. — Permits 

(1)  The  Minister  may  in  his  discretion,  by  a 
general  authority  or  by  the  issuance  of  a  written 
permit  signed  by  the  Minister  or  his  representative, 
in  certain  specific  circumstances,  authorize  the 
driving  or  operation  of  any  vehicle  on  a  highway 
subject  to  the  limitations  or  conditions  contained 
in  the  permit  whether  or  not  the  vehicle  conforms 
to  the  foregoing  Regulations  23,  25,  and  26,  and 


thereafter  the  vehicle  may  be  driven  or  operated 
upon  a  highway  subject  to  such  limitations  or  con¬ 
ditions. 

(2)  As  a  prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  a  permit 
under  this  section,  the  Minister  may  require  the 
applicant  therefor  to  deposit  with  him  a  sum  of 
money  in  an  amount  sufficient,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Minister,  to  pay  the  cost  of  repairing  any  dam¬ 
age  likely  to  be  done  to  the  highway  by  reason  of 
the  driving  or  operation  of  the  vehicle  thereon. 

(3)  The  applicant  for  a  permit  under  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $2  in  respect  of  each  permit 
issued,  except  that  no  fee  shall  be  payable  in  re¬ 
spect  of  permits  issued  to  authorize  the  occasional 
operation  of  logging-trucks  of  excessive  length 
when  carrying  boom-sticks. 

Regulation  29. — Lights 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  in  charge  of 
a  vehicle  on  a  highway,  other  than  a  motor-ve¬ 
hicle,  trailer,  semi-trailer,  or  bicycle,  to  equip  the 
vehicle  with  one  white  light  mounted  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  position  on  the  left  side  of  the  vehicle,  ap¬ 
proximately  over  a  line  joining  the  front  and  rear 
wheels  of  the  vehicle,  and  readily  visible  under 
normal  atmospheric  conditions  for  a  distance  of 
500  feet  from  the  front  and  the  rear  of  the  vehicle 
during  the  period  from  one-half  hour  after  sunset 
to  one-half  hour  before  sunrise. 

Regulation  30. — Enforcement  of  Rules  of 
the  Road 

With  respect  to  highways  other  than  arterial 
highways,  the  Council  of  every  municipality  in¬ 
corporated  as  a  city,  city  municipality,  district  mu¬ 
nicipality,  township  municipality,  town  or  village 
municipality  under  any  general  or  special  Act  of 
the  Legislature,  and  every  Board  of  Park  Com¬ 
missioners  authorized  by  Statute  to  make  by-laws, 
has,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating,  warning,  or 
guiding  traffic,  jurisdiction  as  a  public  body  to 
authorize  the  placing  or  erection  of  traffic-control 
devices,  including  traffic-control  signals,  as  defined 
in  section  1 16  of  the  Act. 

Regulation  31 

Every  constable  is  authorized  to  direct  or  regu¬ 
late  traffic  and  to  make  arrests  for  violations  of 
traffic  regulations.

ACT,  1956  ” 

NOTICE  is  hereby  given  that,  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  870,  approved  the  10th  day  of  April,  1957, 
His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  20  of  the 
“Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1956,”  being 
chapter  8  of  the  Statutes  of  1956,  and  that  the 
regulations  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  2338, 
approved  the  18th  day  of  October,  1954,  are  re¬ 
scinded: — 

REGULATIONS  UNDER  THE  “CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT,  1956  ” 


Part  1. — Inspection  and  Quarantine  or 
Isolation 

1.  Every  owner  of  animals  shall  assemble  the 
same,  or  any  number  or  species  thereof,  for  inspec¬ 
tion,  testing,  treatment,  vaccination,  or  immuniza¬ 
tion  for  disease  at  such  time  or  times  and  at  such 
place  or  places  and  shall  provide  such  further 
facilities  for  the  holding  and  restraining  of  such 
animals  as  may  be  directed  by  an  Inspector,  and 
in  the  event  of  default  by  the  owner  in  assembling 
lis  animals  or  providing  such  facilities  as  afore¬ 
said,  after  giving  three  days’  written  notice  of  such 
direction  the  Inspector  may  provide  for  the  collec- 
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tion,  removal,  testing,  treatment,  vaccination,  and 
immunization  of  any  such  animals  and  for  the  said 
facilities  at  the  cost  of  the  owner,  which  cost  shall 
be  recoverable  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdic¬ 
tion  as  a  debt  to  the  Crown. 

2.  Tests,  treatments,  and  vaccinations  shall  be 
of  the  nature  and  kind  and  made,  given,  and  per¬ 
formed  at  such  times  and  under  such  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister  from  time  to 
time. 

3.  All  buildings,  corrals,  and  auction  premises 
wherein  animals  are  housed  or  detained  and  all 
equipment  used  in  connection  with  animals  and 
every  vehicle,  crate,  or  other  means  of  conveyance 
of  animals  shall  be  cleansed  and  disinfected  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by 
an  Inspector,  and  no  person  shall  after  such  direc¬ 
tion  use  or  cause  to  be  used  any  such  buildings, 
corrals,  or  auction  premises  or  any  such  vehicle, 
crate,  or  other  means  of  conveyance  until  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Inspector  in  respect  of  such  cleansing 
and  disinfection  has  been  complied  with. 

4.  Where  an  animal  or  any  farm  where  a  dis¬ 
eased  animal  is  found  or  kept  is  placed  in  quaran¬ 
tine  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
such  quarantine  shall  continue  until  an  Inspector 
is  satisfied  that  such  animal  and  all  other  animals 
on  such  farm  or  other  place  with  which  the  dis¬ 
eased  animal  may  have  had  contact  are  free  from 
disease.  The  Inspector  may  thereupon,  by  notice 
in  writing  to  the  owner  of  such  animal  or  farm  or 
other  place  or  to  the  person  having  custody  of  the 
same,  lift  the  quarantine,  and  he  shall  thereupon 
forthwith  notify  the  Minister.  If  after  inspection, 
testing,  vaccination,  or  other  proper  treatment  the 
Inspector  is  satisfied  that  disease  continues  to  exist 
in  any  animal  and  that  the  health  of  other  animals 
or  persons  is  likely  to  be  affected  thereby,  he  may 
by  permit  (herein  called  a  “permit  for  slaughter”) 
allow  the  removal  of  such  animal  for  the  purpose 
of  immediate  slaughter  only.  Every  permit  for 
slaughter  shall  contain  such  provisions  respecting 
the  removal  and  slaughter  as  the  Minister  may 
prescribe. 

5.  Every  Inspector  shall  have  power  to  brand  or 
otherwise  mark  for  identification  any  animal  which 
is  found  by  any  recognized  test  to  be  suffering  from 
disease  and  to  require  the  removal  of  such  animal 
forthwith  from  the  herd  or  farm  or  other  place 
where  it  is  found  to  a  place  of  quarantine. 

Part  2. — General 

6.  The  Minister  may,  at  the  request  of  the  ap¬ 
propriate  Federal  authority,  consent  in  writing  to 
the  designation  by  such  Federal  authority  of  any 
or  all  Inspectors  under  this  Act  as  Inspectors 
under  the  Health  of  Animals  Division  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Agriculture  of  Canada. 

7.  Every  person  conducting  any  auction  sale  of 
animals  and  every  person  selling  or  purchasing  any 
animal  at  such  auction  sale  shall,  at  the  request  of 
an  Inspector,  produce  for  his  inspection  all  records 
pertaining  to  such  animal  and  in  particular,  but 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
such  records  as  may  indicate  the  origin,  status,  and 
destination  of  the  animal. 

8.  All  animals  inspected,  tested,  treated,  vac¬ 
cinated,  inoculated,  or  immunized,  or  to  be  in¬ 
spected,  tested,  treated,  vaccinated,  inoculated,  or 
immunized,  for  disease  shall  be  tagged,  tattooed, 
branded,  or  otherwise  marked  for  identification,  as 
the  Minister  may  direct. 

Part  3. — Appeal 

9.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  decision,  direc¬ 
tion,  or  order  of  an  Inspector  may  appeal  to  the 
Minister  in  respect  thereof.  Such  appeal  shall  be 
made  by  notice  in  writing  posted  to  the  Minister, 
Parliament  Buildings,  Victoria,  B.C.,  by  registered 
mail  within  seven  days  of  the  decision,  direction, 
or  order  complained  of,  setting  out  the  matters  in 
respect  of  which  the  appeal  is  taken.  Pending  the 
disposition  of  such  appeal  the  Minister  may  at  his 
absolute  discretion  stay  action  on  the  decision, 
direction,  or  order  appealed  against  on  such  condi¬ 
tions  as  to  the  quarantine  or  isolation  of  animals 
or  otherwise  in  the  public  interest  as  he  may  deem 
advisable  and  may  in  his  absolute  discretion  dispose 


of  the  appeal  on  the  facts  set  out  in  such  notice 
and  in  the  report  of  the  Inspector,  or  he  may  direct 
a  hearing  thereon  at  such  time  and  place  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  such  conditions  as  he  may  direct,  and  the 
decision  of  the  Minister  on  any  such  appeal  shall 
be  final  and  binding  for  all  purposes. 

10.  The  Crown  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  com¬ 
pensation  in  respect  of  any  animal  slaughtered  in 
accordance  with  these  regulations. 

Part  4. — Brucellosis-control 

11.  The  Minister  may,  for  the  purposes  of 
brucellosis-control,  pay  the  cost  of  calfhood  vac¬ 
cination  in  such  part  or  parts  of  the  Province  and 
for  such  time  or  times  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

Brucellosis-control  A  reas 

12.  Where  an  area  has  been  established  as  a 
brucellosis-control  area,  the  regulations  governing 
brucellosis-control  areas  shall  apply  to  all  cattle 
(which  in  these  regulations  shall  mean  animals  of 
the  bovine  species  and  goats)  kept  or  found  in 
such  area. 

13.  The  Minister  may  require  that  in  any  brucel¬ 
losis-control  area  all  calves  shall,  between  such 
ages  as  he  shall  direct,  be  vaccinated  against  brucel¬ 
losis,  and  there  shall  be  issued  in  respect  of  such 
cattle  a  calfhood  vaccination  certificate  signed  by 
a  graduate  veterinarian. 

14.  The  owner  or  the  person  having  custody  of 
cattle  within  any  such  brucellosis-control  area 
which  have  not  been  vaccinated  as  aforesaid  shall 
forthwith,  upon  the  direction  of  an  Inspector,  have 
the  same  tested  for  brucellosis  by  the  agglutination 
blood  test  or  such  other  test  as  the  Minister  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  “other  prescribed  test”),  and  any  cattle  show¬ 
ing  a  positive  reaction  to  such  test  shall  be  isolated 
as  directed  by  the  Inspector  and  shall  be  removed 
from  such  isolation  only  upon  a  permit  for 
slaughter. 

15.  (a)  Cattle  in  an  area  designated  under  sub¬ 
section  (3)  of  section  14  of  the  Act  shall  not  be 
sold,  save  for  immediate  slaughter,  unless  the 
owner  thereof  is  in  possession,  in  addition  to  all 
other  certificates  required  by  the  Act  or  regula¬ 
tions,  of  a  calfhood  vaccination  certificate  for 
cattle  under  thirty-six  months  of  age  or  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  certificate  signed  by  an  Inspector  showing 
that  within  thirty  days  of  the  sale  such  cattle  have 
been  tested  by  the  agglutination  blood  test  or  other 
prescribed  test  for  brucellosis,  and  that  such  test 
has  shown  a  negative  result,  both  of  which  cer¬ 
tificates  are  herein  referred  to  as  a  “subsisting  cer¬ 
tificate.”  At  cattle  auctions  in  any  such  area, 
cattle  to  be  sold  for  slaughter  shall  be  kept  isolated 
from  cattle  in  respect  of  which  there  are  subsisting 
certificates.  Where  at  any  such  auction  there  is 
one  auction  ring  only,  the  cattle  in  respect  of  which 
there  are  subsisting  certificates  shall  be  offered  for 
sale  and  sold  before  any  cattle  to  be  sold  for 
slaughter. 

( b )  Cattle  moved  for  slaughter  shall  not  be 
transported  in  the  same  vehicle  or  moved  in  any 
way  with  cattle  in  respect  of  which  there  are 
subsisting  certificates. 

16.  ( a )  When  calfhood  vaccination  has  been  in 
force  in  a  brucellosis-control  area  for  five  years  or 
if  the  Minister  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  incidence 
of  brucellosis  is  sufficiently  low  to  justify  such  a 
course  in  the  public  interest,  the  Minister  may 
direct  that  all  cattle  within  such  brucellosis-control 
area  shall  forthwith,  after  a  date  to  be  fixed  by 
him,  be  subjected  to  the  agglutination  blood  test  or 
other  prescribed  test  for  brucellosis,  and  that  all 
cattle  in  the  brucellosis-control  area  which  show  a 
positive  reaction  to  such  test  be  removed  to  abat¬ 
toirs  to  be  designated  by  him  for  immediate 
slaughter  under  such  conditions  as  he  may  pre¬ 
scribe. 

( b )  The  cost  of  the  tests  referred  to  in  clause 
(a)  hereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  Crown. 

Brucellosis-free  Areas 

17.  (a)  When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister, 
brucellosis  has  been  eradicated  from  a  brucellosis- 
control  area,  he  shall  declare  such  area  a  “brucel¬ 
losis-free  area”  and  shall  direct  that  such  periodi- 
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cal  retests  be  made  and  such  other  measures  as 
may  be  necessary  be  taken  to  maintain  the  area  as 
free  of  brucellosis. 

( b )  After  an  area  has  been  declared  a  brucel¬ 
losis-free  area,  the  owner  or  person  having  custody 
of  cattle  which  have  aborted  shall  forthwith  report 
the  fact  and  circumstances  of  such  abortion  to 
the  Minister  or  to  the  nearest  Inspector.  The 
owner  or  person  having  custody  of  such  cattle 
shall  immediately  isolate  the  same.  The  Inspector 
shall  forthwith  quarantine  such  cattle  and  carry 
out  such  examination,  tests,  vaccination,  or  treat¬ 
ment  as  he  may  consider  necessary.  Every  vet¬ 
erinary  practitioner  having  knowledge  of  any  such 
abortion  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Minister  and 
the  nearest  Inspector  thereof  and,  if  he  has  been 
retained  to  treat  such  cattle,  shall  forward  to  such 
laboratory  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister 
blood  samples  from  the  animal  properly  identified 
and  accompanied  by  information  indicating  clearly 
the  date  and  place  of  the  abortion,  the  date  when 
and  particulars  of  the  animal  from  which  such 
samples  were  taken,  and  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  other  person  having  custody  of  the  animal. 

(c)  When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Minister,  the 
incidence  of  brucellosis  in  any  brucellosis-free  area 
is  such  that  it  can  no  longer  be  considered  a  bru¬ 
cellosis-free  area,  he  may  declare  it  a  brucellosis- 
control  area. 

Brucellosis-control  Tests  (General) 

18.  Male  cattle  that  have  been  castrated,  cattle 
under  six  months  of  age,  and  cattle  under  thirty-six 
months  of  age  in  respect  of  which  calfhood  vacci¬ 
nation  certificates  have  been  issued  shall  be  exempt 
from  tests  for  brucellosis. 

19.  The  Minister  may  require  that  samples  of 
blood  or  milk  drawn  from  cattle  within  such  area 
or  areas  as  may  be  designated  by  him  for  the 
purpose  of  the  agglutination  blood  test  or  other 
prescribed  test  for  brucellosis  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  owner  of  such  cattle  or  the  person  having 
custody  of  the  same  or  by  the  person  drawing  such 
milk  or  blood  for  testing  and  examination  to  a 
laboratory  designated  by  him,  which  laboratory 
shall  immediately,  upon  receipt  of  such  samples, 
proceed  to  make  the  said  tests  and  certify  to  the 
Minister  in  writing  the  result  of  the  said  tests, 
identifying  the  source  of  the  said  samples. 

20.  Animals  tested  by  the  agglutination  blood 
test  or  other  prescribed  test  in  respect  of  which  the 
reaction  is  suspicious  or  doubtful  shall  be  isolated 
to  the  satisfaction  of  an  Inspector  and  shall  not  be 
moved  except  on  a  permit  for  slaughter.  The 
owner  or  person  having  custody  of  such  cattle  may 
apply  for  a  retest  to  be  made  after  the  expiration 
of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  previous  test. 
If  the  result  of  such  test  is  negative,  the  cattle  may 
be  removed  from  isolation,  otherwise  they  shall 
remain  in  isolation  for  retests  until  such  time  as 
they  shall  prove  negative  to  such  retests,  subject, 
however,  to  removal  on  a  permit  for  slaughter  as 
aforesaid. 

21.  When  animals  having  been  tested  by  the 
agglutination  blood  test  or  other  prescribed  test 
have  given  a  positive  reaction  and  have  been  re¬ 
moved  in  accordance  with  a  permit  for  slaughter, 
the  remainder  of  the  herd  shall  be  retested  after 
the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
removal  of  the  last  animal  removed  as  aforesaid, 
and  if  the  result  of  the  test  is  then  negative 
throughout  the  herd,  the  herd  shall  be  again  re¬ 
tested  after  the  expiration  of  a  further  sixty  days 
from  such  second  test,  and  if  the  reaction  to  such 
third  test  throughout  the  herd  is  negative,  the  herd 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  be  declared  by  the 
Inspector  to  be  brucellosis-free. 

Part  5. — Control  of  Movement  of  Animals 

22.  (a)  Cattle  and  other  animals  capable  of 
carrying  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
not  be  moved  into  that  portion  of  the  Province 
east  of  the  Cascade  Mountains  (herein  called  the 
“  prescribed  area  ”)  into  a  brucellosis-free  area  or 
into  a  brucellosis-control  area  except  upon  permit 
for  such  movement  to  be  issued  by  an  Inspector 


after  he  is  satisfied  as  a  result  of  tests,  examination, 
vaccination,  inoculation,  immunization,  or  treat¬ 
ment  that  such  cattle  or  other  animals  are  free  of 
such  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  which  permit 
shall  accompany  the  said  cattle  or  other  animals 
in  transit. 

( b )  If  cattle  or  such  other  animals  are  moved 
without  such  permit  as  is  prescribed  in  clause  (a) 
of  this  section,  an  Inspector  shall  quarantine  such 
cattle  or  other  animals  and  shall  make  such  ex¬ 
amination,  tests,  vaccinations,  inoculation,  immu¬ 
nization,  or  treatment  as  may  be  necessary  to 
determine  whether  or  not  the  said  cattle  or  other 
animals  are  suffering  from  any  such  infectious  or 
contagious  disease,  and  such  quarantine  shall  be 
maintained  and  such  examinations,  tests,  vaccina¬ 
tions,  inoculation,  immunization,  and  treatments 
shall  be  continued  until  such  cattle  or  other  animals 
as  show  a  positive  reaction  to  the  appropriate  tests 
have  in  the  case  of  brucellosis  been  removed  for 
immediate  slaughter  and  in  the  case  of  other  dis¬ 
eases  have  been  removed  for  immediate  slaughter 
or  are  free  of  disease  and  the  Inspector  is  satisfied 
that  the  remaining  cattle  or  other  animals  are  free 
of  disease. 

(c)  The  expense  of  the  said  tests,  examinations, 
inoculation,  immunization,  vaccinations,  and  treat¬ 
ments  shall  be  borne  by  the  owner  or  person  hav¬ 
ing  custody  of  the  said  cattle  or  other  animals  and 
shall  be  recoverable  as  a  debt  due  to  the  Crown. 

23.  Where  vibriosis  exists  or  has  been  known  to 
exist  on  a  farm  or  other  premises,  an  Inspector 
shall  not  issue  a  permit  for  the  movement  of  cattle 
or  such  other  animals  into  the  prescribed  area  or 
into  a  brucellosis-free  area  or  into  a  brucellosis- 
control  area  unless  the  breeding  efficiency  on  the 
farm  or  other  premises  or  the  result  of  investiga¬ 
tion,  examination,  and  testing  indicates  that  vibrio¬ 
sis  is  no  longer  present  in  such  cattle  or  other 
animals. 

24.  Cattle  for  immediate  slaughter  consigned  to 
an  abattoir  or  cattle  consigned  to  premises  properly 
isolated  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  Inspector  where 
cattle  are  fed  for  the  purpose  of  growth  and 
fattening  prior  to  slaughter  (which  premises  are 
herein  referred  to  as  a  “  feed-lot  ”)  may  enter  the 
prescribed  area  or  any  brucellosis-free  area  or 
brucellosis-control  area  without  test,  provided  that 
a  permit  shall  have  first  been  obtained  from  an 
Inspector.  Such  permit  shall  only  be  issued  upon 
the  condition,  which  is  a  part  of  these  regulations, 
that  such  cattle  shall  not  be  permitted  to  come  in 
contact  with  other  animals  and  shall  be  kept 
isolated  in  transit  to  such  abattoir  or  on  such  feed- 
lot  until  slaughtered  or  consigned,  under  conditions 
of  isolation,  to  an  abattoir  under  the  Meat  Inspec¬ 
tion  Service  of  Canada  or  the  Meat  Inspection 
Service  of  British  Columbia  for  immediate 
slaughter. 

25.  Any  person  operating  an  abattoir  or  a  feed- 
lot  in  the  prescribed  area  or  in  a  brucellosis-free 
area  or  in  a  brucellosis-control  area  may  apply  to 
the  Minister  for  an  annual  permit  for  the  move¬ 
ment  of  cattle  directly  thereto  without  test.  The 
Minister  may  issue  such  permit  on  the  conditions 
set  out  in  Regulation  24  hereof  and  may  cancel 
such  permit  forthwith  on  the  violation  of  the  said 
conditions  or  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  or  of 
these  regulations  or  of  the  “  Milk  Industry  Act  ” 
or  of  the  “  Meat  Inspection  Act  ”  of  Canada  or  of 
the  “  Meat  Inspection  Act  ”  of  British  Columbia 
or  of  regulations  made  under  the  said  Acts. 

26.  Nothing  contained  in  Regulation  24  or  25 
shall  interfere  with  the  free  movement  of  animals 
consigned  to  an  abattoir  under  the  Meat  Inspection 
Service  of  Canada  or  the  Meat  Inspection  Service 
of  British  Columbia. 

27.  Cattle  consigned  as  aforesaid  to  an  abattoir 
for  immediate  slaughter  or  to  a  feed-lot  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid  shall  not  be  transported  in  the 
same  vehicle  or  other  means  of  conveyance  with 
animals  moved  for  any  other  purpose. 

28.  An  Inspector  may,  by  notice  in  writing  to 
the  owner  of  animals  or  to  the  person  having 
custody  of  the  same,  require  that  such  animals  be 
withheld  from  movement  to  a  specified  area  within 
the  prescribed  area  or  within  a  brucellosis-control 
area  or  within  a  brucellosis-free  area. 
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29.  Cattle  being  added  to  a  herd  or  moved  to 
a  farm  or  other  premises  in  the  prescribed  area  or 
in  a  brucellosis-free  area  or  in  a  brucellosis-control 
area  or  entering  the  prescribed  area  or  a  brucel¬ 
losis-free  area  or  a  brucellosis-control  area  shall 
be  isolated  in  such  manner  as  an  Inspector  may 
direct  and  for  such  time  as  he  may  require  for 
examination,  testing,  vaccination,  or  treatment. 

30.  All  certificates,  permits,  and  other  docu¬ 
ments  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  and 
these  regulations  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Minister  from  time  to  time. 


Part  6. — Repeal 

31  All  regulations  heretofore  made  under  the 
“Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,”  being  chap¬ 
ter  67  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia  1948,”  are  hereby  repealed,  and  these  regula¬ 
tions  shall  come  into  effect  forthwith.
